

Cable visit a boost 
for town businesses 


BUSINESS Secretary Vince Cable was in 
Harlow yesterday afternoon (Wednesday) 
to visit a firm that has recently finished 
work on a new extension and introduced 
state-of-the-art technology. 

The Liberal Democrat MP was taken on a 
tour of the Edinburgh Way premises of 
sheet metal fabricators Harlow Group to 
find out more about the company’s success 
and growth. 

Mr Cable told the Star: “The Government 
is focused on manufacturing industries in 
the north of England as traditionally this is 
where the majority are, but there are some 
very, very good manufacturing operations 
in the rest of England. 

“Harlow Group is a good example of that - 
and they need help, too.” 

The company has recently added more 
than 5,000 square feet to its manufacturing 
operation, introducing a new fibre optic 
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laser cutting machine to increase capacity 
and provide a competitive solution to its 
global customer base. 

The new machine and extra floor space 
represents more than £500,000 worth of 
investment in the business. 

Mr Cable said: “I have only been here a 
short time but I am massively impressed. It 
is a highly successful manufacturing firm 
that seems to be growing well. 

“This kind of high precision manufactur¬ 
ing is what we need to see if we are to bring 
the industry back to England from overseas. 
I have not picked up on anything negative 
here at Harlow Group. It seems a successful, 
efficient business in Harlow.” 

Commercial director Gary Hollister said: 


“We are delighted to have Vince Cable visit 
us. It re-enforces the message that business 
is growing and improving in the Harlow 
area. 

“The Business Secretary’s visit is like a 
rubber stamp that Harlow Group and busi¬ 
nesses in the area are strong and continu¬ 
ing to grow.” 

Mr Cable was joined on his tour of the 
business by Harlow Group’s managing 
director Bill Timpson. 

Aftewards, Mr Cable held a private meet¬ 
ing with members of the town’s Enterprise 
Zone group. 

“I know there has been a bit of a struggle to 
make full use of the Enterprise Zone’s posi¬ 
tion but that is what the meeting is about - 
to find out more and ask questions.” 

The Harlow Enterprise Zone was given a 
further £11.2m in funding in fanuary this 
year.

Lottery boost for 
cricket club plan 


Four appear in court after being 
charged with violent disorder 

FOUR people have appeared in 
court charged with violent disorder 
following an incident in 
Bishopsfield, Harlow, earlier this 
year. 

Several members of the public 
contacted police to report their 
concerns about a fight in the road, 
damage to cars and disorder in the 
early hours of Saturday, January 18. 

Detectives obtained warrants to 
search three properties in Harlow 
and one in Bournemouth last 
Thursday and a number of suspects 
were arrested and interviewed. 

Four people - two from Harlow, 
one from north London and one 
from Bournemouth - were 
subsequently charged with violent 
disorder and appeared at 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court on 
Saturday. 

A 47-year-old woman from Harlow 
arrested on suspicion of possession 
of a firearm as been released on 
police bail pending further 
enquiries. 

Discount retailer Poundland 
opens second store in Harlow 

BUDGET chain store Poundland is 
opening its second store in Harlow 
today (Thursday).

Poundland already has a store in 
the Harvey Centre and is currently 
building a distribution centre at 
Pinnacles which is likely to create 
up to 650 new jobs.

The existing store has been 
very popular and we are confident 
the second store will be just as 
successful.” 

Firefighters sent to block of 
flats after alarm is activated 

CREWS were called to a block of 
flats in Harlow in the early hours of 
Monday after a fire set off an 
automatic alarm. 

Firefighters from Harlow, Old 
Harlow and Epping were sent to the 
block in Great Plumtree at 2.45am. 

The fire had started in a second 
floor flat but had been extinguished 
by the time they arrived. 


PLANS to overhaul Harlow 
Cricket Club’s ageing facilities 
have been given a £500,000 
financial boost thanks to a lot¬ 
tery grant. 

The cricket club propopsals for 
a new clubhouse is one of 28 
projects across England to share 
in £9.6m of National Lottery 
investment from the latest round 
of funding, which focuses on 
minimising the environmental 
impact of sports facilities by 
investing in sustainable projects 
with a clear local need. 

Club chairman Simon Rad- 
bourne said: “Harlow Cricket 
Club is delighted to be part of 
Sport England’s initiative to 
improve grass roots facilities. 
The club works hard to be part of 
the local community and to 
develop a life-long interest in 
sport in its young people.” 

In 2012, the club, which plays 
in Shepherd Neame Essex 
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League Division One, was grant¬ 
ed permission to build a new 
clubhouse and car park at its two 
grounds in Marigolds - the 
team’s home for more than 150 
years. The structure, designed 
by local architect Christopher 
Snow, of New Town Studio, will 
be built to English Cricket Board 
standards and will feature four 
changing rooms, an umpire’s 
room, club lounge, licensed bar, 
toilets and an office. 

Parts of the new building will 
also be available for public hire 
and used to host live music and 
entertainment throughout the 
year, helping to cement the 
club’s position at the heart of the 
local community 

The new facility will be envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly and will be 


available for activities outside of 
the cricket season including 
yoga, pilates and some martial 
arts. 

Sport England property direc¬ 
tor Charles Johnston said: “We 
know people have a better expe¬ 
rience of sport when they have 
good facilities in which to play. 
This investment will ensure the 
people of Harlow will be able to 
develop a sporting habit for life 
in a first-class, environmentally 
sustainable sports facility.” 

As part of the Sport England 
criteria, the club has to show it 
can find partner funders for the 
building. 

The cricket club is its way to 
achieving this but still needs to 
find further ‘partners’ to bridge 
the funding gap.

Government policies fuelled 
the increase in food thefts 

SIR Harlow MP Robert Halfon states the 
reasons for a 39 per cent increase in the 
theft of food from shops in Harlow and 
a 67 per cent increase in referrals to 
Harlow Foodbank are “deep and 
complex” (Star, April 10). 

Mr Halfon’s obfuscation is an attempt 
to wash his hands of responsibility for 
the economic distress inflicted on 
working class people by his 
Conservative Party and its Liberal 
Democrat partner, which has fuelled 
the increase in thefts of food and the 
rise in the demand for the services of 
foodbanks. 

According to the outdated neo-liberal 
ideology to which Mr Halfon subscribes, 
the billions of pounds in capital 
standing idle in a recession will only 
start to flow once more if labour costs 
are reduced. In other words, economic 
recovery must come at the expense of 
the working class. 

Both the cuts in wages in the state 
sector and the reductions in social 
security benefits imposed by the 
government Mr Halfon supports act to 
depress wages in the private sector. 

Thus it is in the interests of all workers 
to oppose measures such as the 
bedroom tax - but they cannot rely on 
the Labour Party to represent their 
interests. 

Sad to say, Ed Miliband’s Labour Party 
has not repudiated Tony Blair’s neo¬ 
liberal legacy and supports cuts in 
social security benefits and state 
provision. Locally, Harlow’s Labour- 
ruled council implemented a 24 per cent 
cut in council tax relief for jobless 
householders last year which is a bigger 
cut than that imposed by some 
Conservative-ruled councils. 

The hundreds of unemployed people 
taken to court and threatened with 
bailiffs by Harlow Council for the 
“crime” of being unable to afford to pay 
council tax have no reason to vote 
Labour at the local elections next 
month, for their plight would have been 
no worse had the Conservatives been in 
control at the Civic Centre.

Is anybody actually managing 
roadworks at roundabout? 

SIR Can someone explain why the 
inside lane at the Burnt Mill roundabout 
near Harlow Town station was dug up 
for the third time?

School crossing and speed 
sign have improved safety 

SIR As a local teacher and a councillor 
for the Sumners and Kingsmoor ward, I 
have always been concerned by the 
level and speed of traffic outside the 
schools in Harlow. 

The traffic outside Milwards Primary 
School has been particularly worrying. 
Residents have also raised their 
concerns with me regarding the hazard 
the traffic poses to pupils crossing the 
road before and after school. 

Having raised my concerns and those 
of local residents with both our MP and 
Essex County Council I am very pleased 
that a new pelican crossing has been 
installed outside the school. The 
crossing should enable pupils of 
Milwards to cross the road safely. 

I would like to thank Mr Halfon and 
my council colleague Guy Mitchinson 
for their hard work in getting the new 
crossing installed. 

I would also like to thank Cllr 
Mitchinson for the work he has 
undertaken in getting the vehicle 
activated sign installed on Parsloe 


Road. This sign displays the speed a car 
is travelling at if it exceeds the speed 
limit of the road. 

A study conducted by TRL for the 
Department for Transport found that 
vehicle activated signs appear to be very 
effective in reducing speeds. In 
particular, they are capable of reducing 
the number of drivers who exceed the 
speed limit and who contribute 
disproportionately to the accident risk, 
without the need for enforcement, for 
example speed cameras.

Stupidity of driver shows why 
we need lollipop patrollers 

SIR Further to the letter about 
irrresponsible motorists (Star, April 
10), I would like to add my recent 
experience. 

I was walking along Watlington Road 
close to Harlowbury School at going- 
home time when a van mounted the 
pavement a few feet in front of me and 
drove at normal road speed along the 
pavement for at least 30 metres before 
being forced back onto the road by the 
pillar of a ‘children crossing’ road sign a 
few metres from the school gates. 

Doubtless the driver thought he was 
being public spirited by going off the 
road to allow the school-run traffic to 
pass in the opposite direction. 

With drivers prepared to act so 
stupidly so close to a school entrance, it 
is clear that lollipop crossing patrols are 
an essential service for the protection of 
children. 


I agree with your correspondent when 
she asks how Essex County Council can 
justify cutting back on lollipop patrols 
when there are such irresponsible 
people on the roads. 

Children should be encouraged to walk 
to school for their own health and that 
of the environment, and they need to be 
able to do so safely. If County Hall cuts 
crossing patrols, a likely knock-on effect 
could be more parents taking their 
children to school by car, causing more 
congestion and more accidents outside 
schools. 

County councillors need to realise that 
lollipop patrolled crossings are a 
necessity, not an optional extra, and 
should think again before cutting this 
service.

SIR I am a retired lady who usually 
walks to my local shops in Old Harlow. 
Having been out of the country for three 
weeks, I happened to be returning home 
in my car and remembered that I 
needed to collect my prescribed 
medicines from the chemist. 

Unfortunately, I had a senior moment 
and forgot that you must now display a 
‘first hour free’ parking ticket. On 
returning to my car I was most upset to 
realise my mistake as a parking 
attendant had just issued me with a 
penalty charge notice. 

She saw my distress at the injustice of 
having to pay £25 to park when it should 
have been free due to an unfortunate 
oversight by me and made a note that I 
had apologised profusely and was 
extremely distressed at being made to 
feel like a criminal. She suggested that I 
should appeal against the charge and 
was very pleasant and reassuring. 

However, the North Essex Parking 
Partnership - which claims to operate a 
fair and proportionate standard - has 
decided that my senior moment is not to 
be excused and is expecting my 
“discount” charge of £25 to be paid up 
in full within 10 days of the date of the 
letter. 

To my mind there is nothing fair and 
proportionate about this decision. 

I would have been excused had I been 
involved in an emergency, either vehicle 
breakdown or medical. So instead of 
feeling sorry for myself I ought perhaps 
to be thinking how lucky I am.

ARCHIVE footage from the col¬ 
lection of the world-famous 
British Pathe news service has 
gone online to watch for free - 
and includes some interesting 
films from Harlow’s past. 

British Pathe has uploaded its 
entire collection of 85,000 his¬ 
toric films, in high resolution 
format, to its YouTube channel. 

The unprecedented release of 
vintage news reports and cine- 
magazines is part of a drive to 
make the archive more accessi¬ 
ble to viewers all over the world. 

“Our hope is that everyone, 
everywhere who has a comput¬ 
er will see these films and enjoy 
them,” says Alastair White, gen¬ 
eral manager of British Pathe. 

“This archive is a treasure 
trove unrivalled in historical 
and cultural significance that 
should never be forgotten. 
Uploading the films to YouTube 
seemed like the best way to 
make sure of that.” 

British Pathe was once a dom¬ 
inant feature of the British cin¬ 
ema experience, renowned for 
first-class reporting and an 
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informative yet uniquely enter¬ 
taining style. 

The Harlow films include the 
opening of the Regal cinema 
which was visited by film stars 
Diane Hart and Guy Middleton, 
a twist marathon and the Royal 
visit in 1957 during which the 
Queen was presented with a 
bouquet of flowers from Sarah 
Anderson, pictured right. 

The short video focusing on 
Harlow’s young residents com¬ 
peting in a twist marathon 
describes the event as “a mara¬ 
thon to see if some of the 29 
competitors could beat the 
American record of 18 hours 
four minutes”. 

The narrator adds: “Mary 
Anne Moules was still twisting 
while strong men became 
stretcher cases. After 20 hours, 
17-year-old Mary received the 
women’s prize of £10. The win¬ 
ner lasted 32 hours 31 minutes 
and was Kevin O’Brien - world 
champion.”

Fond memories of 
town’s gang shows

T HE photograph of the 
Harlow gang show 
published in Nostalgia a 
couple of weeks ago has 
sparked fond memories for 
two of those involved. 

After seeing the photograph 
Sue Rowley, formerly of 
Harlow and now living in 
Yorkshire, sent in this 
picture, of the gang show’s 
fathers and sons. 

The gang show was, and 
still is, a theatrical 
performance based on the 
ideas of British actor and 
theatrical producer Ralph 
Reader, who created the 
original show back in the 
1930s. 

Ms Rowley, who organised a 
reunion for the Harlow gang 
show in the 1980s at Risden 
Park, said: “The photo 
brought back happy 
memories for me. I became 
involved with the show in 
1963 through my dad’s 
involvement with the 9th 
Harlow Scouts, one of the 
founding groups of the show 
along with the 5th Harlow 
and the 6th Harlow groups. 

“For many years I helped to 
do the make-up for the boys 
and men in the show which 


was held in various schools 
around the town during the 
school Easter holidays. The 
last two shows in 1972 and 
1973 were held in The 
Playhouse, and I am still in 
touch with many friends from 
those days. 

“All the shows were 
produced by Mervyn Rutter, a 
local Scoutmaster who did a 
wonderful job.” 

Katherine Hollis, 84, was 
also part of the gang show 
crowd - as were her husband 
Lee and sons Kevin and Mark. 

She said: “My husband was 
the stage manager and my 
two sons were in the show as 
well. I did all the catering and 
used to sell ice creams. 

“Both my boys were part of 


the Scouts and in the gang 
show. My daughter Sandra, 
who I would take along in her 
pram, was known as the gang 
show baby. She’s 45 now. 

“I remember the 1972 show 
was the first year it was held 
at The Playhouse. It had been 
held at schools before that - 
Burnt Mill was one I 
remember.”

Pensioner’s humiliation 
after being arrested for 
public decency offence 

A PENSIONER who was caught pleasuring him¬ 
self while looking at a pornographic magazine 
while sitting in his car has admitted outraging 
public decency. 

Retired engineer lohn Kelleher, 76, of 
Willowfield, Harlow, pleaded guilty at 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court to the offence 
which occurred on April 1. 

Denise Holland, prosecuting, said a man and 
woman were walking their dog in Church Road, 
Harlow, when they passed the vehicle. 

“Kelleher was sitting in the driver’s seat with 
his trousers down, masturbating while reading 
a pornographic magazine,” said Ms Holland. 
“[The witness] was disgusted and called the 
police. The defendant was arrested and taken 
to Harlow Police Station.” 

Liz Middleton, representing Kelleher, said in 
mitigation he thought it was secluded area and 
was nowhere near a school. “He didn’t intend 
anyone to see him; he wasn’t aware the couple 
were there walking their dog.” 

She said he made full admissions when inter¬ 
viewed and was of previous good character. 

“He was held overnight but has heart prob¬ 
lems and suffers anxiety and blood pressure 
and police took him home,” said Ms Middleton. 

“He’s totally embarrassed and would like to 
apologise. He has been married for 30 years and 
he’s been humiliated by the whole procedure 
and suffered considerably as a result.” 

Kelleher was given a 12-month conditional 
discharge and ordered to pay £85 costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge. 

Chairman of the bench Diane Roche told him: 
“As there was no intent we shall impose a con¬ 
ditional discharge but any further offences in 
the next 12 months will result in further pun¬ 
ishment for this offence.”

THE number of people claiming 
unemployment benefit in Harlow 
fell last month. 

Figures released by the Office 
for National Statistics show the 
town’s unemployment total of 
1,850 for March was 110 fewer 
than in February and 1.2 per cent 
lower than in March of last year. 

The total is equivalent to 3.5 per 
cent of the 16-64 age group who 
are considered to be “economi¬ 
cally active”. 

The figures have been welcomed 
by Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who 
said: “There is still a long way to 
go but the strong figures at least 
show the Govern-ment’s welfare, 
economic and tax reforms to help 
businesses and lower earners are 
making a real difference.” 

However, his Labour rival Suzy 
Stride said: “It’s welcome that 
unemployment is falling but peo¬ 
ple in Harlow are still facing a 
cost-of-living crisis. Wages have 
only just caught up with prices, 
meaning that people are on aver¬ 
age £1,600 a year worse off under 
this government than they were 
under Labour. 

“On top of this, the quality of 
the work people are getting is not 
as good as it should be.

Council to spend 
£44,000 on Town 
Park fitness trail 


HARLOW Council has been handed more than 
£46,000 to deliver two projects designed to 
encourage residents to take part in more out¬ 
door activities. 

The council, which is a member of the Active 
Harlow and the Community Sport and Physical 
Activity Network, will use the £44,200 of the 
£46,200 grant from the Harlow Health Centres 
Trust to create a fitness trail in the Town Park.

“It will be another attraction drawing people 
into the Town Park and complements the 
Heritage Lottery Fund works taking place as 
well. The best thing about this facility is that, 
unlike a conventional gym, there will be no

Mum left ‘sick with worry’ after daughter 
fails to get any of four preferred-schools

A SAWBRIDGEWORTH mum 
has told how she has been left 
“sick with worry” after her 
daughter was not given a place 
at one of her preferred prima¬ 
ry schools. 

Former Star news editor 
Louise Waterman, 31, was dis¬ 
gusted to learn that her four- 
year-old daughter Erin had 
not secured a place at Fawbert 
and Barnard Infants, which is 
less than half a mile from the 
family’s home in Meadow 
Way, or at the three closest 
n primaries - Mandeville, Spell- 
book and Sheering. 

Instead Erin was offered a 
place at Tany’s Dell School in 
Harlow which her parents 
have refused. 

Erin, who currently attends 
the nursery at Fawbert and 
Barnard, is now on the con¬ 
tinuing interest list for her 
chosen schools but faces the 
prospect of having to travel 
across the county border to 
attend school if she does not 
get a place. 

“When you put down your 
four closest schools accord¬ 
ing to the council’s own 
website, you don’t expect not 
to get any of them,” said 
Louise, who is 30 weeks 
pregnant with her third 
child. 

“It’s beyond disgusting. We 
now have months of uncer¬ 
tainty to see if Erin gets a 
place. If she doesn’t I have no 
idea what we will do.” 

Hertfordshire County Cou¬ 
ncil’s admissions team pro¬ 
cessed more than 18,300 
applications this year with 
94 per cent being offered a 
place at one of their pre¬ 


ferred schools. 

Those who were unsuccess¬ 
ful will be allocated a place 
through the continuing inter¬ 
est process. 

An additional 30 places will 
be available at Stortford’s 
Windhill primary and Saw- 
bridgeworth’s Mandeville pri¬ 
mary through this process. 
However, some local families 
may have to travel as far as 
Hitchin, Watford, Welwyn 
Garden City or Hoddesdon.

“Considering we live here it 
was a shock that we got noth¬ 
ing at all,” said the mum-of- 
two.

W HETHER it’s a small 
courtyard or acres of 
lawn, as we move into 
summernow is the time to make 
sure you make the most of your 
outdoor space.

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There's a Fox 
in the garden 


AT the end of a hard day's filming, Silent 
Witness star Emilia Fox likes nothing 
better than to venture into her oasis of 
calm, with its walls of lavender, pretty 
clematis and fragrant roses. 

The south-facing garden, which 
complements her elegant Victorian home 
in west London, was lovingly created 
with the help of her garden designer 
pal, Sue Gernaey. Emilia says that if she 
could change her own career, she would 
become a gardener. 

"I'm constantly begging if I can come 
and work for her (Sue), so I can give 
everything up and become a gardener," 
says Emilia, the daughter of actors Joanna 
David and Edward Fox. 

The garden has been a labour of love 
for the 39-year-old actress, who is the 
face of B&Q's new campaign to replace 
all polystyrene packaging in its range 
of bedding plants and use non-peat 
compost. 

"When I first moved in, the garden 
was full of rocks and stones and lots of 
odd protruding wood, but it had a lovely, 
huge bay tree and I'd always dreamed of 
having my own proper English country 
cottage garden. I've always found 
cottage gardens very romantic and I'm 
probably a bit of an old romantic. 

"So, we took the whole thing out 
and started from scratch. It's the most 
rewarding thing I've ever done.

"I'm a trial-and-error gardener so I 
always knew that the best thing to do 
would be to put in the things that would 
come up each year. Sue laughed at me 
because when it came to bulb planting 
time she asked how many I wanted to 
order and I just said, cram it full, and 
they're all coming up now - all the tulips. 
It's like a floral revolution out there. 

There are pinks, whites, and almost black 
tulips." 

These include T. 'Mondial', 'Angelique', 
'Queen of Night', 'Spring Green' , 
'Burgundy' and 'Albion Star'. She also 
has plenty of muscari and Allium 'Purple 
Sensation'. 

"I also wanted there to be a lot of 
roses because when I moved in I was 
having my little girl, who is called Rose. 
So, where you sit outside to eat, there 
are a lot of roses. There's also a wall of 
lavender by the table, leading on to a 
traditional lawn which is curved at the 
top and then surrounded by beds of 
roses, clematis and herbs, passion flowers 
and myrtle, all the things that make it 
smell delicious in summer. 

"My favourite plant is the Natasha 
Richardson rose, a beautiful light pink 
rose with an old-fashioned scent. My 
sister got it for me in memory of Natasha 
[who died in a skiing accident in 2009]

she'd experienced when living in the US. 

"When I lived in Los Angeles, 
everywhere you went there were 
delicious smells at night. I knew I couldn't 
recreate the same thing but I wanted 
a similar feeling of every sense being 
stimulated when you go out into the 
garden." 

This clear passion for gardening comes 
from her mother, she explains. 

"My mum has incredibly green fingers.

Despite a busy acting career, Emilia tries 
to spend as much "therapeutic" time in 
the garden as she can. 

"It's probably one of the most 
rewarding things, because you get to see 
the results."

MAN'S unhealthy relationship with technology 
takes a sinister turn in Wally Pfister's sci-fi thriller 
which imagines the consequences of an artificial 
intelligence running amok in the digital realm. 

The high-brow concept of Jack Paglen's 
undernourished script is at odds with the whizz- 
bang pyrotechnics that director Pfister is asked 
to deliver in the muddled second act, ultimately 
starving the film of jeopardy. 

Transcendence opens in Berkeley, California, in 
the aftermath of a global blackout. The narrative 
then rewinds to the same location five years 
earlier where Dr Will Caster (Johnny Depp), a 
pioneer in the field of artificial intelligence, lives 
with his wife Evelyn (Rebecca Hall). 

The couple are at the forefront of a scientific 
vanguar, which hopes to create a machine 
with sentience. But extremists called R.I.F.T. 
(Revolutionary Independence From Technology) 


oppose this advancement and shoot Will with a 
polonium-tainted bullet. 

Doctors give Dr Caster a month to live so 
Evelyn suggests he continues his work by 
uploading his mind to a super-computer. 

Family friend Dr Max Waters (Paul Bettany) 
urges caution but Evelyn ignores his warnings, 
desperate to cling onto her husband. 

R.I.F.T. leader Bree (Kate Mara) is powerless to 
stop Will making the leap into the digital abyss 
and when Evelyn uploads him to the internet he 
infiltrates every hard drive on the planet. 

As Will's thirst for knowledge intensifies, Dr 
Waters joins forces with fellow academic Joseph 
Tagger (Morgan Freeman), FBI agent Donald 
Buchanan (Cillian Murphy) and military man 
Colonel Stevens (Cole Hauser) to create a virus 
that will corrupt Will and protect mankind from 
his insidious influence. 

Transcendence begins promisingly, setting 
out Will and Eve's utopian vision of cutting- 
edge technology to heal the planet and 
eradicate disease. But once radioactive isotopes 


are coursing through the central character's 
bloodstream, screenwriter Paglen struggles to 
sustain dramatic momentum and the final hour 
unfolds at a pedestrian pace that makes the 
running time seem closer to three hours than 
two. 

Characters are poorly developed and the line 
between the supposedly evil computer and 
valiant human rebels is blurred to the point that 
we couldn't care less if our entire species is wiped 
out. 

Depp's lifeless performance suggests a robotic 
doppelganger was hired to take his place while 
Hall and Bettany are tortured and tearful, 
wrestling with murky questions of morality that 
seem beyond the film's flimsy grasp. 

If the end point - a world starved of electricity 
and gadgets - halts screenings of Pfister's 
film then perhaps there is method in R.I.F.T.'s 
muddled madness.

HAWKS boss Danny Chapman 
is not bothered if his side draw 
bogey side Heybridge Swifts or 
anyone else in the play-off 
semi-final. 

Harlow Town are likely to be 
away in the play-off semi-final 
next Tuesday, most probably at 
VCD or Heybridge. 

Chapman said: “Our away 
form has been better than our 
home form. If we get an away 
game I am not concerned about 
it. If the boys perform to the 
level they can perform at we 
can beat anyone. 

“You could look at it both 
ways. The law of averages says 
we have got to beat Heybridge 
at some time. 

“And we have beaten VCD 
twice so they will be saying the 
same thing about us. 

“The play-offs are a lottery - 
it’s about what side turns up on 
the day.” 

Chapman will rest several 
players for Saturday’s league 
match at Brentwood. 

Centre-half and skipper 
Darren Blewitt (knee) is a big 
doubt, as is right-back Junior 
Dadson (hamstring). 

However, midfielder Fabion 
Simms (hamstring) and keeper 
Daniel Knowles, unavailable 
against Maldon, should return.
